Already reports of avoidable fires have 
reached the forest branch at the Parliament Build¬ 
ings and unless there is a considerable amount of mois¬ 
ture forthcoming wkhin the next day or so the hazard 
will be considerably increased. This calls for earnest 
thought by everybody who uses the forests or goes any¬ 
where near them. It should also remind the motorist 
that to throw away a lighted cigar or cigarette end 
oa the highway » a dangerous proceeding at this sea¬ 
son. The fact that it may drop on a concrete high¬ 
way is no guarantee that a breeze will not carry a 
spark on to tinder-like undergrowth and start a fire. 
“If everybody would exercise the same care out of 
doors as they do in their own homes, the dry season 
would cause forestry officials little worry.

MEDICAL SCIENCE 

Advancing civilisation Introduces 
new problems in disease which chal¬ 
lenge medical. science. The white 
man desired materials' from the tro-' 
pics; he wanted his coffee, rubber 
and bananas, which only grew In the 
tropics. But tropical diseases pre¬ 
vented his advance. For commercial 
purposes the white man required av 
canal through Central America to 
connect the Atlantic with the PaclAc. 
French engineers commenced the 
construction but were forced to aban¬ 
don it V*c*use of hookworm, yellow 
lever and malaria. The present 
Panama Canal Is a monument not 
only to modern engineering but to 
medical science. During the Summer 
of 1»24 the delegate* of the Inter¬ 
national Health Conference passed 
over approximately 120 miles of 
railroad which Is said to have coat 
one man per tie as a toll of human 
life during its construction. Since 
the bulldlngof the railroad and tM 
time of De Lessepa, Sir Ronald Ross 
showed that malaria was transmitted 
by the mosquito. Reed, Carroll. La- 
sear and Argamonte then showed that 
yellow fever waa also transmitted by 
the mosquito., and by the eradication 
of this pest the canal xone waa ren¬ 
dered safe for human habitation. 

New Industrie* Introduced new 
‘factors in the medical care of work¬ 
men. Mining with Its drilling and 
blasting, and its extraction of min¬ 
erals with poisonous acids, and ln- 


examlnations. These purely me¬ 
chanical and chemical devices for 
diagnosis are apt to be over-empha- 
slsed In modern medical teaching. 
Even in practice more and more re¬ 
liance Is being placed on X-Ray and 
laboratory tests. And as a result 
of these machine-made methods the 
physician of to-day is doing less 
thinking and making fewer otoffva- 
tlons. The older School had not the 
advantages of the modern school, but 
the modern school should not over¬ 
look the older methods. 

Kometimes the most trivial obser¬ 
vations sre accepted without rjuee- 
tion, whereas they may prove to to 
extraordinary in that they may lend 
to the solution of fundamental prin¬ 
ciples. Apples had been falling since 
Adam and Rve left Kden. but it was 
not till Newton questioned this or¬ 
dinary occurrence that the funda¬ 
mental principle of gravitation waa 
revealed. Since Isrennec Introduced 
the stethoscope thousands of phy¬ 
sicians have listened to the human 
heart, but It was noj till MacJCvntie 
by long continued observations 
learned to Interpret the meaning of 
the* changing sounds that we were 
given a flrtn basis for treatment and 
prognosis of organic diseases of the 
heart. Mosquitoes had been bussing 
and biting thousands of year* before 
Nr Ronald Rosa attached to them the 
blame of transmitting malaria. As 
early as IfT6 there waa a common 
saying among peasants in England 
that those who had had cow pox 
would never take smallpox. In the 
little town of Bodbury. near Bristol, 
a young country woman came to 
seek advlPe. The subject of small¬ 
pox was mentioned In her presence 
and she Immediately observed. *’I 
cannot take that disease for I have 
had cowpox." This remark fell upon 
the ears of Edward Jenner. It in¬ 
spired him to perform experiments 
which resulted In vaccination being 
Adopted as a preventive against

The numerous work¬ 
ers oa the morphology of rad blood 
cells, and the chemical worker - on 
the estimation of salts In small 
quantities of the blood, could net see 
any practical application of their 
researches, yet the knowledge that 
they acquired now forms the ground¬ 
work for the clinical Investig ation on 
pernicious anaemia In progress at 
Winnipeg under the auspice# of the 
Gordon Bell Memorial. 

When a Canadian visits the medi¬ 
cal centres of the United State# he 
is astounded at the money and facili¬ 
ties at the disposal of the workers. 
When we contrast the facilities of- 
fered In our own centres we cannot 
blame the ambitious Canadian who 
sacrifices nationality for opportunity.' 
The last number of The University 
of Toronto Monthly showed that 
eighty-seven per cent of the gradu- i 
atea In medicine last year entered 
hospitals, and of these forty-three 
per cent went to the United States. 
When we contemplate the attain¬ 
ments achieved by Canadians living 
in the United State* we realise what 
we- have lost and sre losing through 
lack of suitable provision for the 
graduates of our universities. 

In the endeavor to overcome this 
national problem a group pf hualnsaa 
and university men. headed by Sir 
William Mulock. have collected over 
use too. the Interest of which la to 
he devoted to support workers under 
the Research Foundation. This foun¬ 
dation seeks to assist those who can¬ 
not readily obtain assistance from 
other sources. It la not confined to 
workers la the University of Toronto 
or other universities. Its aim ta to 
promote the carrying out of medical 
research by the men who have the 
Ideas, by ^ovldlng them with the

VITAL STATISTICS 

The latest available vital statistics 
for the Dominion of Canada are those 
of It22 In which year the popula¬ 
tion waa <.<12,000. These figures do 
no* include Quebec as the statistics 
of this province are not given. The 
total deaths from all cauaea In this 
year were 70,112, of these 7,401 were 
due to di s ea ses of the heart, S,l<4 
to diseases of the arteries and 2,472 
to nephritis; or the Immense total 
of 11,127 deaths due to cardlo-vascu- 
lar renal diseases; whereas pneu¬ 
monia caused 6.2S7, cancer 1,157 sad 
tuberculosis 2.421. It is true that 
physicians Jn signing tha death cer¬ 
tificate may favor disease of the 
heart as the cause of death and (hat 
In some cases the primary cause of 
death Is due to other ailments, but 
this immense figure given for cardio¬ 
vascular -renal diseases Is surely a 
challenge for medical research. U 
would he Interesting to know If the 
prevalent removal of teeth. tonsils, 
appendix and other foci of infec¬ 
tion from which inflammatory rheu¬ 
matism and endocarditis sre supposed 
to arise, will have any effect on 
the future incident of cardiac deaths. 
Cancer, dreadful as It la, accounted 
for leas than one-half as many deaths 
as cardiac diseases.

They help the physician because In 
hla working out of the oa mm he gains 
experience sad information. They 
help the reader because they give h*m 
the benefit of the other mans ex¬ 
perience. 

The general practitioner may feel 
that he can do but little because he 
has not adequate laboratory facilities. 
The public health laboratories scat¬ 
tered through the various provinces 
endeavor to supply this need. But 
even without laboratory assistance 
medical research can be cajrl®* c “* 
for Its principles are the same 
or outside of the laboratory. The 
fundamental principle of medical re¬ 
search la observation and the labora¬ 
tory 1* only secondary to the bedside 
clinical examination. 

Fotherglll gives a vtvtd ulct ire 
baaed on observation of ths chronic 
bronchitic, as the following extracts 
show: 

“In the out-patient department of 
Cheat Hospital the old bronchitic 
people are still to be seen, a consider¬ 
able proportion of thw whole. With 
labored respiration and tardy step 
they enter puffing and panting, scant 
of breath, which makes the speech 
difficult; while a significant shake of 
the head often tells more eloquently) 
than words of the Inward discomfort, 
and that the breathing Is embar¬ 
rassed. Words they avoid, for the 
entrance of air often provoke* a 
paroxysm of coughing, and this 
causes them much distress. They 


not be above sclentlftc facta regard¬ 
less of their source. Lay people of 
to-day frequently come forward with 
such suggestions as. "Workers tn 
lead factories never die of cancer;** 
"Natives of the Malay Btates never 
have appendicitis;" "Natives of 01. 
Domingo, whose diet consists almost 
exclusively of sugar cane never have 
diabetes." These ordinary obeerva- 
tibns are -causing medical men U> 
think and Investigate. 

A few generations ago epidemics 
of diphtheria were common and were 
considered almost inevitable. One cf 
the treatments frequently used '’as¬ 
sisted In placing a thick slice of fat 
pork springled with cayenne pepper 
on the throat. As a child I remember 
a small cemetery, long since dis¬ 
used. on the outskirts of my home 
town. This cemetery was the result 
of an epidemic of diphtheria. Pre¬ 
vious to this epidemic there had been 
no need of a cemetery but the large 
number of deaths In a short space 
of time necessitated hasty burial. 
ANTI TYPHOID VACCINE 

Another example of the control of, 
epidemics la shown by a comparison 
In deaths from typhoid In the Boer 
War and the Great War. Wright, 
by bis discovery of anti-typhoid vac- I 
cine. has. within a few years, reduced 
typhoid fever to a comparatively rare 
dlseaae.

Problem, Involrln, a whole dla—ie 
can beat be undertaken In n unleer- 
ally because of their llbrarlea. their 
laboratory facilities and. yrsateat of 
all. been use of the advice and «uld- 
snee of outstanding men at the head 
of teaching department,. Few of 
theee problems can be aolved In any 
one department, and they therefore 
require co-operation among various 
departments The work on Insulin 
was commenced in the department 
of physiology, valuable assistance 
and advice waa received from the 
department of biochemistry; the 
Connaught Laboratories provided fa¬ 
cilities for the experimental work on 
extraction; clinical Investigation was 
undertaken by the department of 
medicine; not the least amongst 
those who co-operated waa the pro¬ 
fessor of Dharmacology. 

RESEARCH WORK 

Medical colleges of Canada are^ all 
engaged In research Much of this 
seeka to throw light upon funda¬ 
mental problems and because of Its 
very nature may not appear to have* 
immediate practical importance but 
It la always valuable.
